There were no strikes during 
1935-in-the Colony, and only two 
disputes of more than minor im- 
portance ‘though it was inevitable 
that individual cases of hardship 
due to business failure should be 
more numerous than in 1934, states 
the Secretary for Chinese Affairs 
in his annual report. In January 
the failure of a knitting factory 
in Kowloon City resulted in some 
150 Shanghai workmen being 
thrown out of work and rendered 
completely destitute.

CORONER’S ENQUIRY 


Verdict Of Death By 
Misadventure 


A verdict of death by misadven- 
ture was returned at the conslu- 
sion of the Coroner's inquiry’ con- 
ducted by Mr. W. Schotield, at the 
Central © Magistracy yesterday 
afternoon, into the death of Leung 
So, aged 39, a chauffeur, following 
an accident when a car in which 
he-was a passenger overturned in 
King’s Road on the afternoon of 
June 2. a 

The jury, comprising blessrs. E 
G. Blair (foreman), G, E. FE. 
Thomson and Leung Shiu-waz, 
added in their verdict that they 
considered the driver of the car 
obviously lost his head, aad that 
he must have been. travelling at 2 
very much faster speed than. 35 
miles an hour, They also thought 
the lorry mentioned in evidence 
undoubtedly contributed to the ac- 
cident. Acting Inspector 3. C. 
Saunders appeared for the Police. 


In December the Resident En- 
gineer, Shing Mun, requested the 
assistance of the’ department as 
mediator in a complicated dispute 
in which over a hundred and thirty 
coolies from various districts of 
China were involved.

Rents of Chinese flats have. re- 
mained at about the same level as 
in the previous year but the gener- 
al depression has effected the 
standard of living so that many 
who formerly rented flats and 
cubicles have relinquished them for 
bed spaces in a common apartment. 

‘The natural result Has been more 
overcrowding in the poorer dis- 
tricts and an increase‘in the num- 
ber of vacant tenements.
